| week given over latgely to commis- 
sion meetings the league of nations 
assembly will reconvene Tuesday, 
still seeking decisions on the most 


nations of the world. 

The coming week wil! be extreme- 
ly active, and will mark the re- 
sumption of open debates on -the 
assembly floor. It is predicted that 
the disarmament, mandates and in- 
ternational court debates will be ex- 
tremely heated, and that a wide di- 
vergence of views will be revealed. 

The neutrals and smaller. powers 
generally demand immediate action 
as to disarmament. France and 
Roumania have openly declared they 
will mot disarm until their former 
enemies” are entirely disarmed, 
Delegate Negulesco, of Roumania, 
declared that the obligation to dis- 
arm Should inelude non-members of 
the’ league. ‘Fock, of the Nether- 
lands and Lange, of Norway, are 
seeking ‘to reorganize the permanent 
disarmamént commissiong_ believing 
it should be made up of civilians 
instead of military men. Lord Rob- 
ert Cecil, Nansen and others are 
putting stress upon the importance 
of.recognizing the use of the eco- 
nomic blockade weapon, and a spe- 
cial committee jis now sitting in 
secret, perfecting an. economic 
‘proposition which will be submitted 
to the assembly.

International Army. 

It is expected that this will re- 
sult in Rene Viviagk. of France, 
again bringing’forth his country’s 
proposition for an _ international 
arny, as a counter-move to the at- 
fempt to put economic pressure 
above the force of arms. In the 
meantime, England looks with dis- 
favor on any general, disarmament 
plans, while the United States, Rus- 
sia and Germany’ are out of the 
league. 

The question of mandates prom- 
ises to result in considerable fric- 
tion because of the widely conflict- 
ing interests. Japan is interested 
| financially in South Africa. France 
is seeking mandatories which will 
produce black troops. Australia is 
seeking “to exclude Orientals, and to 
create a “white Pacific.” England 
is seeking oil and other natural fre- 
sources. The South American coun- 
tries and neutrals, who are not in- 
pose perpetual mandates and un- 
i limited powers of mandatories.

The extension of terrorism from 
Ireland into the heart of Engla 
sent a shudder over the lan 
this be the beginning of a reign of 
terror even worse than that of the 
Fenian outbreaks 25 years o. But 
it is plain that attacks of thia na- 
ture will only stiffen the govern- 
ment’s resolve to stamp out Sinn 
Fein to the very last sparks. The 
authorities regard the terrorism of 
the last two Sundays as the expiring 
struggle of a beaten adversary. 
They believe Sinn Fein did not turn 
its attention to England until it be- 
came too hard pressed by the sol- 
— and the‘black and tang in Ire- 
and. 

Observers believe the first reac- 
tion of the English people to the 
Liverpool fires will be a feeling of 
horror and resentment which will 
line up the nation solidly- behind 
the government. As Feports of the 
fires circulated through: London 
Sunday ordinary Londoners were 
saying, “This is war—the Irish 
war,” and the strife of two succes- 
sive Sundays seemed to have shock- 
ed the Englishman out of his 
apathy, solidifying sentiment 
against Sinn Fein. 


More Attacks Expected. 


Government officials are candid 
in admitting that they regard the 
troubles in Liverpool as only the 
first of a series of outrages which 
will be attempted in various parts 
of the country. They intimate the 
possibility of more attacks in the 
larger cities during the coming 
week. Sinn Fein spies have thor- 
oughly familiarized themselves 
with the lay of many buildings 
which would be ideal objects of at- 
tack from the attackers’ stand- 
point—such as power houses in the 
industrial regions. 

The home office, has advised local 
authorities in the cities where at- 
tacks are expected to take precau- 
tionary steps. Sinn Fein meetings 
and other public demonstrations of 
sympathy are to be suppressed. 


FIRES BROKE 
AT SAME TIME. 


London, November 28.—A_ dis- 
patch to the press association from 
Liverpool says: ; 

“An alarming outbreak of Sinn 
Fein violence occurred Saturday 
night shortly before 9 o'clock. Fires 
broke out simultaneously both in 
the south and north ends of Liver- 
pool and also in the Bootle. 

“There were seven fires in Boo- 
tle and eleven in various parts of 
Liverpool: 

“Subsequent discoveries revealed 
a well planned Sinn Fein plot to 
spread a holocaust of fire among 
the warehouses in the dock area. 
The fires were spread er almost 
all of the whole seven miles of 
the dock area.

“Owing. to the inflammable na- 
ture of the contents of the ware- 
houses the flames quickly gained a 
strong hold, and by 1 o’clock in the 
morning the. whole sky was lit uD. 
The local fire brigades were un- 
able te cope with the situation and 
were obliged to call brigades from 
other suburbs. The police com- 
mandeered all telephone wires and 
took all steps to prevent further 
outbreaks by. concentrating police- 
men along the line of docka, 

“Three youths, watching the sus- 
picious movements of two men at 
the cotton warehouse in Parliament 
street, warned the police, who chal- 
lenged the suspects. Thereupon the 
latter bolted and fired upon the po- 
lice, who pursued them. The pelice 
were unhurt, but a bullet pierced 
the heart of a youth, Daniel Ward, 
who was among these who -had 
warned the police,-and he fell dead.

Cork, November 28.—In addition- 
al incendiary fires Saturday night 
an extensive block of buildings in 
St. Patrick’s street was destroyed, 
involving damage estimated at 100,- 
000 pounds. The buildings destroy- 
ed included the Black Thorn heuse, 
which had been twice previously 
bombed and partially wrecked. The 
fire started in this structure on the 
present occasion and eventually in- 
volved the drapery store and the 
boot store on either side. 

The fire broke out at 1 o’clock 
this morning and burned fiercely 
until daybreak.

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HORRORS ELAN 


Dublin, November 28.—Cardinal 
Logue, the primate of Ireland, in a 
pastoral letter tead today in all 
the churches of the archdiocese, de- 


|} nounces the murders in Ireland and 


declares, that if a balance were 
struck between last Sunday’s assas- 
sinations of officers and the shoot- 
ing by the police in Croke Park, 
he believes it “should be given 
against the forces for the crown.” 

The cardinal’s letter scathingly 
arraigns the methods the govern- 
ment is pursuing, but warns the 
people “against any association, se- 
cret or open, whith would lead them 
into any disorders or crime.” 

The cardinal in the letter says 
the ardent hopes of the Irish peo- 
ple for peace are charged by Euro- 
pean and other countries. In. sup- 
port of this he cites a letter from 
the archbishop of Malines and all 
the bishops in Belgium conveying 
their cordial sympathy to the Irish 
people. The pastoral proceeds to 
condemn in the strongest terms 
Sunday’s tragedies, declaring belief 
that every man and woman in Ire- 
land deplored and detested these 
“cold-blooded murders,” which the 
cardinal says “no object could ex- 
cuse and’ no motive justify,” and 
adding: 4 


“The perpetrators of such crimes 
are not real patriots but enemies 
of their countries.” 

Turning to the Croke Park af- 
fair, the cardinal says the forces 
of the crown were bound by their 
officers to protect and not destroy 
the people, especialéty those within 
their rights and tnnocent of any of- 
fense. 

“The assassination of individuals 
is a detestable crime and a terrible 
outrage against God’s law,” he con- 
tinued, “but it is a greater shock 
to humanity, a graver outrage 
against the divine ordinance where- 
by human life is proteeted, to turn 
lethal weapons against defenseless, 
unarmed, -  closely-packed multi- 
tudes.”’ 

With reference to reprisals, Car- 
dinal Logue says lives and proper- 
erty are being sacrificed in cases 
where there has been no eutrage 
which could givg color to retalia- 
tion, and that tHe activities of the 
military were being carried into 
districts which hitherto had. been 
considered peaceful.

vestigation of conditions in Ireland, 
the bishop was asked if things were 
really as bad in Ireland as reported 
in Washington, and if he could 
make any suggestion as to a rem- 
edy. 

“Those are two questions,” replied 
Bishop Gunn, “I will. answer them 
separately and completely. 

“Things are far worse in Ireland 
than are represented in America and 
worse than anything that has been 
said yet by the witnesses in Wash- 
ington. Reading the American pa- 
pers on Ireland is a loss of time. 
Most of them are slavish copies of 
English thought and English ex- 
pressions, 

“Following the prinaiple of self- 
determination laid down by the 
United States, and explicitly accept- 
ed by Lloyd George, on behalf of 
England, the Irish people in 1918 
voted for their country an indepen- 
dent status by a majority twice as 
great as that in virtue of which 


Lloyd-George holds office in Eng- 
land. 


Gives Statistics. 


“The replg of the English gov- 
ernment to this expression of a na- 
tion’s will has’ been since January 
of 1919—38,720 armed raids on pri- 
vate houses and on Irish citizens; 4,- 
982 arrests and imprisonments; 1,- 
604 armed assaults; 102 sackings and 
burnings of towns; 77 murders of 
unarmed inoffensive civilians, in- 
cluding women and children from 
10 to 15 years of age. For these 
outrages upon ciVilization and the 
consequences that have followed, 
the government of England is sole- 
ly responsible. 

“The Irish people have to endure 
countless indiscriminate raids and 
arrests in the depths of night, pro- 
longed imprisonment without. trial, 
savage sentences from _ tribunals 
that command and deserve on. con- 
fidence; the burning of town halls, 
factories, creameries and crops; the 
destruction of industries to pave the 
way for famine+~-all done by- uni- 
formed English servants, maddened 
with plundered drink and bent on 
loot. -The flogging and massacre of 
civilians are perpetrated by the 
forces of the British crown who 
have established a reign of fright- 
fulness, which for murdering the 
innocent and destroying their prop- 
erty has a narallel-only in the hor- 
rors of Turkish atrocities. aie 

“What is the remedy? Remove 
the cause—namely, the army of oc- 
cupation, the only forces of disor- 
der, anarchy and murder in Ireland. 
Remove the savagery, the destruc- 
tive savagery which is England’s 
‘grappling hook,’ and the Irish 
question is. permanently - solved. 
Keep up the goverhiiment of the 
‘black and tans,’ and the result will 
be either Ireland’s extermination or 
England’s suicide. or both.’’ 


Explains Sinn Fein Idea. 

Asked to explain just: what the 
Sinn Feiners are, the bishep said: 

‘The phrase in Gaelic means ‘for 
ourselves.’ The term means to an 
Irishman what the Monroe Doctrine 
means to an American. The Sinn 
Feiners are a poltical party in Ire- 
land comprising about 80 to 84 per 
cent of the eligible -voters. The 
party’s main purpose ifs separation 
from English rule; that and noth- 
ing more. Sinn Feiners are not 
selfish, clannish persons without 
sympathy and love of their fellow 
man, as the mistaken idea in some 
sections might lead one to believe.” 

Defining the “black and tans,” 
the bishop said: “The ‘black and | 
tans’ are so called because thes 
wear the black hats of the police 
and the tan, or khaki, yniform of 
the military. They are the riff-raff 
of the British army; the ex-convicts 
pardoned under the condition that 
their liberty belongs to the English 
to use for the suppression and 
massacre of the Irish nation. In 
America they would correspond to 
a band of jail-birds and gunmen, 
mobilized for work too repulsive 
for any self-respecting person to 
do.” | 

Bishop Gunn suffered injuries in’ 
a railroad wreck in the United 


States some time ago, and decided 
to make use of his enforced idle- 
ness with a trip to Rome. From 
there he visited the battlefields of 
Europe, and then perme to Ire- 
land, to have a brief season of rest 
at his childhood home, in County 
Tyrone, Ulster, where his mother, 
aged 84, and a number of brothers 
and sisters still live.

the mails, the railways and ‘the 
telegraph services in Ireland are 
devoted solely to the British plan 
of exterminating the Irish. The 
only way I could get around in 
Ireland was by way of motor _lor- 
ries. Englishmen are everywhere, 
hostile to all but their own kind. 

“I finally decided to visit ev- 
ery part of Ireland possible. I 
proceeded down the east coast, 
crossed just north of Cork, and ad- 
vanced up the west coast, stopping 
in’ Becores of towns, making a cir- 
cuit of the devastated area, which 
really is the entire island. I saw 
burnéd towns and their victims. I 
witnessed scenes of horror almost 
unbelievable. It would be too har- 
rowing to describe these sights. I 
was amazed and filled with horror, 
for it is evident that the British 
government has deliberately de- 
cided upon a campaign of ruthless- 
ness such as the Hun never dream- 
ed to accomplish—the actual exter- 
mination by starvation, famine and 
massacre of the entire Irish na- 
tion.”

He permitted me to read 
the will hurriedly, after. which he 
placed it in his inside coat pock- 
et and. I did not see ‘it again until 
it was presented for probation: 

“Mr. Shepard returned to Abbe- 
ville and came back to aur house 
on May 24, where he temained until 
May 27, when symptoms of his sick- 
ness becamé acute” -

The council will be composed of 
one’ member from each country and 
will probably meet in Paris as often 
as necessary. The organization con- 
templates membership of all nation- 
a] veterans’ associations. ¢ 
The underlying idea is to pre- 
serve, particulariy-in time of stress, 
the unity that existed among the 
allies during the war and carry on 
the comradeship in various ways, 
notably by international member- 
Ship cards, an international memo- 
tial day and the exchange of infor- 
mation respecting disabled soldiers 


and the widows and children of sol- 
diers. It is expected that the Amer- 
ican Memorial day will be adopted 
generally. eet 

The plan of organization which 

will be submitted for approval at 
a full meeting tomorrow specifies 
that. the council will be directly 
represented in each allied country 
by two veterans of that country ap- 
pointed by the council and approved 
by the veterans’ organization of 
that country, one of these veterans 
to be accredited to the government 
of that country and the other to the 
press.

“The I. W. W. men are not in 
prison for anything they did in the 
war, but because by a revolution 
in economic organization we hope 
to re-establsh democracy. When 
you say these changes can not be 
made, we point you to Russia, 
where. they’ve established a gov- 
ernment of, by and for the people.” 

This statement was greeted with 
cheers by an audience of about 
1,000. After the applause had died 
down, Haywood added: 

“IT hope thé United States will 
not be the last nation to follow in 
their footsteps. We hope to build 
an organization’ which will pro-

Fiume, November 28.—(By , the 
Associated Press.)—Gabriele d’An- 
nunzio has effected a drastic re-or- 
ganization of the Fiuman army ad- 
ministration, abolishing the high 
commands and substituting “coun- 
cils’’ for them. 

“This new plan. which is a prod- 
uct of the imagination of our com- 
mander, will democratize the entire 
army system,” said one of d’Annun- 
zio’s staff to the correspondent to- 

“It is not bolshevik,” he 
added. 

D’Annungzgio, under the new plan, 
retains the title of “commandante 
and the councils will be subordi- 
nate to him. There are councils, 
respectively, of operations, pro- 
visioning, engigeering, tatics and 
other army affairs. All members 
of the councils will be equal in 
rank, although retaining the grades 
they were entitled to in the regular 
Italian army, when in the field. All 
the members of the councils are 
chosen by d’Annunzio and all their 
actions must be indorsed by him.

Hears New 


First Methodist Congregation 


Minister Preach 


BY LLOYD F. WHITESIDE, 

Speaking with analytical preci- 
sion. the Rev. C. J. Harrell, a new- 
comer in Atlanta, uttered a spiritual 
theory yesterday morning whitch 
the congregation of the First M. E. 
church, south, will very likely pon- 
der over for a long time. The ut- 
terance was not sensational in tone 
or intent; but it presented a vision 
of life from a new altitude. 

This was Dr. Harrell’s first ser- 
mon as patsor of the First church. 
The conditions were a test upon 
him from several directions. The 


bleakness of the day, for one thing, | 
had a bearing. Dr. Harrell must have 
been aware that he faced a gather- 
ing whieh was chilled, as well as 
possessed of critical curiosity. 

Dr. Harrell felt the influence 
of the test that was on him, he 
mastered it well. This clergyman 
talks calmly yet fast. He speaks 
without great emotion, but his 
words compel thought. Dr. Har- 
rell’s method apparently is to reach 
the heart through the brain. 

Have Power to Be Equal. 

He made his sermon a memorable 
one by means of a declaration to 
the following general effect: Men ‘of 
this earth have it wtihin their pow- 
er to became equa] to Christ—to be 
not merely disciples, butto be exact 
equals in fellowship and viewpoint 
of the Divi~ify. 

Dr. Harr@i’s discourse was woven 
With the philosophy of great men. 
Hie marshalled to the support of his 
argument the utterances of the uni- 
dentified Psalmists, Christ, St. 
Paul, Shakespeare and Tennyson. 
And his argument was that there 
is nothing in life wroth while, save 
faith, hope and love; but that pos- 
sessing these things, man becomes a 
being of infinite understanding— 
becomes equal, in fact, to the 
Divinity. 

The impression this auditor had 
of the message intended here, was 
that with faith men raised them- 
selves to the height of Mount Olym- 
pus, and could then see with the 
eyes of God. 

Dr. Harrell is a sturdily - built 
man, smooth shaven. He has al! 
youthful appearance, although he! 
has been preaching the gospel for 
more than twenty years. He came to 
this post from the largest churclein 
the North Carolina conference. He 
was located at Wilson, N. C. 

The clergyman's build and his 
manner of delivery suggest reserve 
force. Though he uses. dramatic 
gesture with grace and emphasis, 
vet the observer feels that he could, 
if he choose, tear loose. 

Dr. Harrell took as his text a 
half dozen selected verses from the 
Nineteenth Psalm, and from 8t. 
Paul’s Epistle to the Romans and 
the Ephesians. 

Sember Passages. 

For five minutes, quoting the som- 
ber words of the Psalm, he assailed 
the emptiness and the utter 
transiency of life. These were 
typical passages: “For a thousand 
years in Thy sight are but as yes- 
terday, when it is’ past, and as a 
watch in the night. For all our 
days are passed away in Thy wrath: 
We spend our days as a tale that is 
told.” And again: “The days of 
Ouryearsare three-score years and 
ten; and if by reason of strength 
they be four-score years, yet is their 
strength, labor and sorrow; for 
it is ,,800on. cut off, and. Wwe fly 
away. 

For at least five minutes’ the 
speaker dwelt upon the nothingness 
of this world. “Life is buta play,’ 
heargued, “full of sound and fury, 
signifying nothing. We look ear- 
nestly at the quest of pleasure and 
the amassing of wealth, to find 
Values therein. But we find no yal- 
ues there, for we know that these 
things pass as yesterday. We know 
that our years are short. We turn 
with trembling lips to the Psalmist, 
for an answer to our yearning. 

“*What things are there that have 
eternal values?” we ask. But. the 
Psalmist fails. He gives us: no 
hope.” 


The Master Analyist. 


At this point Dr. Harrell turned 
to the epistles of St. Paul. Curi- 
osly enough, the speaker found the 
thirteenth verses in four separate 
chapters of these epistles, the an- 
swering hope he sought. “Here is 
a master analyist of the soul,” con- 
tinued Dr. Harrell. He quoted the 
utterances of the apostle in relation 
to the soul, and found from this au- 
thority that faith, hope and love 
are the ingredients with which 
alone man can find peace and lib- 
eration from sin and sorrow. ' 

“These three colnditions give us 
relations with God,” continued the 
speaker. “They project our spirit 
int»? vast eternities. They give us 
the eyes to see with and the minds 
‘to understand. Faith is not merely 
a blinf’ grasping at an idea... It Is 
the eye of the soul which pierces 
the dark. It is the faculty by which 
we are enabled to Know all things. 
It gives us communion with God and 
places uson an equality with “God 
in fellowship. . 

“Man’s greatest achievements are 
not the analysis of germs, not the 
measuring of the distance to the 
sun, nor the sending of “speech 
around the world. These are but 
transitory incidents without mean- 
ing. One may lose the Keenness 
of his mind, the strength of. his 
body; but if he have faith, it never 
departs, it never grows dim... With 
faith man fears nothing.” 

It seemed significant to. this 
hearer, if his hearing served cor- 
rectly. that Dr. Harrell never once 
mentioned the hereafter, never at 
any point attributed the hope of 
the beyond as the only hope for 
men. The impression was. rather 
that by the possession of faith, men 
made this life, which otherwise was 
a tawdry disappointment, Infinitely 
fine. It seemed that the preacher 
was pointing a way to make men 
real Gods on earth. For he enald. fn 
effect, for instance: “The posses- 
sion of faith a2ives ts eyes to see 
alithings. The possession of hope 
keeps the heart young. ®Witheut 
hope, there fe no hepe. Hope makes 
the soul expand. Then comes love; 
and the’ greatest of all three virtues 
is love. Faith melts to hope, hope 
melts to love. And the greatest of 
all things is lore.” 


Paul to his aid, and uttering this 
passage: “Till we all come in a 
unity of faith, and of the knowledge 
of the Son o& God unto a perfect 
man, unto the measure of the stat- 
ure of the fullness of Christ Jesus.” 

Dr. Harrell concluded by reas- 
serting the hopelessness of liviny 
for just merely the material things 
life offers, and restating the proc- 
esses of the three virtues. “If man 
lives only for pleasure,” he said, “his 
years are merely three-score and 
ten. They pass as a tale that is 
told. If one possesses faith, he wil! 
have confidence in God. If he has 
hope. he will enjoy the expectations 
of God. If he has love he will have 
un investment in God. These things 
eannot vanish.” 

Finally the new pastor brought 
‘his sermon to a sharp close by coun- 
selling his auditors to search their 
soule to see how much of the three 
possessions they owned, which were, 
in fact, greater.than riches and the 
onlv vosse-sions worth while. 


Dr. Harrell Introduced. 


Dr. Harrell was introduced to his 
new congregation by R. A. Hemphill, 
chairman of the board of trustees. 
Mr. Hemphill gave the pastor a 
warm-hearted welc6Ome on behalf of 
the congregation. He presented the 
newcomer as a man of outstanding 
achievements in his calling, and 
read, in support of this, the con- 
erete proofs of many indorsements 
written by former church associates. 
These letters, from pastorates Dr. 
Harrell has left in his yesterdays, 
also conferred loving praise upon 
the minister’s wife, whom they de- 
scribed as a tremendously helpful 
church worker who, according to 
one letter, “would be particularly 
a delight among the young women.

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RICE EXPERIMENT 
STATION PLANNED 


Provisional Selection of 
Site in Georgta An- 
nounced by Advertise 
Georgia Enterprise. 


A great stride forward in the po- 
tential development of Georgia's 
vast agricultural resources comes in 
the announcement by officials of 
the Advertise Georgia Enterprise of 
the provisional selection of a site 
for a government rice experiment 
station in Georgia. 

The announcement is regarded by 
the backers of the advertising en- 
terprise, framed to advertise and 
develop the state’s matchless re- 
sources, as of utmost importance. 
It comes almost on the eve of the 
return of the Georgia Tech boosters 
who learned on their industrial trip 
of the necessity of advertising ans 
developing the state’s agricultural. 
industrial and mineral] possibilities. 

There are only two other gov- 
ernment rice stations in the coun- 
try, one in Louisiana and the other 
in California. The Georga staton 
will be located at Thalman Junc- 
tion, in Glynn county, not far from 
Brunswick, and served by the Sea- 
board and A., B. & A. railroads. 

One hundred acres of land will 
be requred, and the Brunswick 
Board of Trade is handling that 
feature. It will involve the do- 
nation of the land for the station, 
while the government and the state 
college of agriculture at Athens 
will provide the supervision staff. 


PRINGE OF WALES 
MAKES GIRLS GRY 


Childish, Bonnie Face 
Causes Tears, Woman 
Writer Explains, Yet 
Youth Is Popular.

London, November 20.—‘*Where 
are the men?” whispered the Prince 
of Wales, turning to a friend after 
his little speech to the crowds 
which called him to the balcony of 
Buckingham palace on the morning 
of his arrival in London after his 
tour of Australasia. 

It was women woh lined the 
streets and filled the windows 
along his passage from the sta- 
tion to the palece—women and 
girls—and when his grandmother, 
Queen Alexandra, took the young 
prince’s face between her hands and 
looked into his eyes with a passion 
of hope and trust she expressed the 
feeling of the whole nation. 

But the Prince of Wales has been 
living among men and doing a 
man’s work these seven months and 
he naturally missed the big-throat- 
ed huzzahs he has grown accustom- 
ed to in the colonies. 

In Victoria street, where I saw 
the prince drive by, thousands of 
wemen and girls stood absolutely 
silent, their handkerchiefs flutter- 
ing, their eyes swimming. They 
simply dared not trust their voices. 


Children clung to the legs of po- 
licemen, street urchins’ shouted, 
wounded soldiers drummed their 
crutches against the stones, old men 
crowding in club windows gripped 
one another’s handg and the sehool 
boys of Westmihster flung up their 
silk top hats. 
Childish Face Bonny. 

And the prince, sitting alone in 
the great royal landau, with its six 
coal black horses, its outriders and 
its postillions in searlet and gold, 
looked so tiny, his round childish 
face was so bonny, his smile so 
tremulous that the mother in every 
woman took him to her heart. 

There was no procession, no band, 
no other royalties, only the Duke 
of York followed his brother to 
Buckingham palace. 

The prince saw everybody. He 
seemed to bow and salute to in- 
dividuals rather than to masses. 
This is one of the peculiarities of 
his royal technique. At one spot a 
zroup of young American girls 
threw kisses to him. He laughed 
outright and saluted them specialiy, 
and then, turning, he smiled 
Straight into the eyes of an old 
guardsman leaning on his stick. 
There is something in this young 
man which calls out the natural 
and spontaneous in those he meets. | 
Simple and direct he inspires sin- 
cerity. 

“No hot water bottles, no easy 
chairs, did us lads have to follow 
him round with,” his soldier ser- 
vant told me. “He done his nine 
miles of trenches every day like the 
rest and took his grub in the mud 
and slime just like us. He’s not 
above talking to you neither. I 
told him about a pal of mine who 
got a fortnight in guardhouse for 
asking for leave. He hadn't had 
leave for more than two years— 
volunteer, father of eight and his 
missis sick. 

Prince Popular. 

“The prince listened and then 

wrote a few words on a bit of pa- 
per and sent jit to the officer who 
had sent my pal to the guardhouse. 
The lad got his leave all right, but 
he said he would rather have had 
that bit of paper. That’s how we 
feel about the prince. He’s one of 
us.” 
A good many people were sur- 
prised that he should se easily fall 
into American ways last year when 
he visited the United States. The 
ease of the Prince of Wales was the 
result of hard schooling and in- 
cessant practice. For months he 
studied every American he met. The 
courtesy which royaity learns early 
enabled him to quiz without seem- 
ing to quiz, and that discriminating 
sense which ts perhaps his strong- 
est characteristic enabled him to 
discard the trivial and retain the 
valuable.

COLLINS 1S ARRESTED 
FOR POSTAL ROBBERY 


Seventh Man Connected With 
Council Bluffs Steal Caught 
in Oklahoma. 


Kansas City, Mo., November 28.— 
Keith Collins, said by the federal 
authorities to be wanted in con- 
nection with the robbery of a mail 
car near Council Bluffs, Iowa, two 
weeks ago, was arrested at West- 
ville, Okla., according to a 
message received here tonight 
by local postoffice inspectors.

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POSTAL LIFTS RATES 
AND ALSO SALARIES 


Company to Get 20 Per Cent 
More From Public—Sal- 
aries Up 10 Per Cent. 


New” York, November 28.—In- 
creases of 20 per centin rates and 10 
per cent in salaries to empjoyees, 
effective December 1, were an- 
nounced today by the Postal Tele- 
graph and Cable company, through 
its secretary, William J. Deegan. 

In a statement issued by the com- 
pany and sent to tits offices 
throughout the, country’ the in- 
creases are announced ‘ ‘as necessary 
to meet increased operating expen- 
ses, to properly care for our em: 
ployees and give better service to 
the public.” 

Under the increases the rates 
will be on a level with those 
charged by other telegraph and ca- 
ble companies in the United States, 
Mr. Deegan said. 

The increase brings the. Postal 
company’s rates to the same level 
in effect before the wires were re- 
turnd to private ownership, when 
Clarence H. MacKay, president of 
the company, was in controversy 


with Postmaster Genera] Burleson, 
in regard to Mr. Burleson’s 20 per 
cent toll increase order. 

Mr. MacKay, in correspondence 
with Mr. Burleson, argued for an 
early return of the wires and prom- 
ised the public that when this was 
done the rates of the Postal com- 
pany would be reduced immediate- 
ly. Mr. MacKay made_ good. his 
promise and reduced the rates 20 
Per cent. 

In opposing the increase ordered 
a Mr. Burleson at that time, Mr. 
MacKay said that it would mean a 
loss of $16,000,000 a year to tele- 
graph users.

CALVIN’S GOOD ADVICE. 
The spirit of optimism running 


through the discussion of the cot- 


ton situation by Martin V. Calvin, 
statistician of the state depart- 
ment of agriculture, which we 
present @sewhere in this issue 
of The Constitution, is delight- 
fully reassuring. 

It inspires the reader with hope 
and courage, and if every farmer 
and every business man in the 
south would read and catch the 
spirit of Mr. Calvin’s message, 
then act in accordance with it, 
the “cotton problem” would be 
solved. 

His story of the boy and the 
chipmunk is pertinent. 

“Do you think you'll get him?” 
asked the man, seeing the boy 
struggling to capture a chipmunk 
that had taken refuge in a hollow 
stump. — : 
“I’ve got to get him!” was the 
boy's answer. 

Equally applicable to the neces- 
sities of the south’s situation is 
the .reference to the drummer 
boy’s reply to Napoleon when the 
great commander had _ ordered 
him to sound “retreat” at the cli- 
max of a battle. ; 

“Sire, I was never taught to 
sound a ‘retreat,’” replied the 
boy—so the story goes—“I can 
only rattle a ‘charge!’ . 

It fs not a question of thinking 
ahout bridging the present period 
of depression, we've “got to” 
do it! 

Once over the present difficulty 
the backbone of which is the low 
price of cotton, its recurrence in 
the future can be prevented, as 
Mr. Calvin suggests, and as The 
Constitution has been urging for 
years, by diversifying crops, so 
that if one fails as a revenue- 
producer the farmer will have 
the others to fall back upon. 
,The present cotton slump will 
be overcome in time, but it will 
not have been without purpose if 
it serves to impress thé utter fal- 
lacy of the one-crop system of 
farming—if it convinces the south 
of the wisdom Of the diversifica- 
tion system that calls for the pro- 
duction of a number of staple 
crops, foodstuffs, live stock, etc., 
with cotton as a side-product.

The Arkansas Gazette; and it’s 
mighty safe, sane and sound ad- 
monition. 

In a spirit of sarcasm, The 
Stuttgart (Ark.)

SAFETY ON THE STREET. 

In reaffirming a sentence that 
had been imposed upon the driver 
of an automobile for violation of 
the traffic laws, the Alabama su- 
preme court the other day held 
that a citizen operating a motor 
vehicle “owes a duty to the public 
to keep a lookout for pedestrians, 
not only at street intersections, 
but between such crossings.” 


‘That ruling is logical, sound 
and just; and the duty to which 
the court called attention rests 
likewise upon everybody in. 
charge of any sort of vehicle on a 
Jublic thoroughfare, 

At the same time a correspond- 
ing duty rests upon the pedes- 
trian, 

It is imposed by the first law 
of nature—the law of self-preser- 
vation. ‘ 

The pedestrian who relies en- 
tirely upon vehicle drivérs to pro- 
tect him from injury on a crowded 
street is more likely than not to 
get bumped, regardless of how 
careful, considerate and pains- 
taking the drivers may be. 

The driver should be careful to 
avoid striking a pedestrian; like- 
wise, the pedestrian should be 
equally as watchful and as careful 
to avoid being struck. 

It often happens that serious 
traffic accidents result from care- 
lessness on the victim’s part, or 
from his own failure to obey the 
traffic laws. 

The District of Columbia Suf- 
frage league is preparing to con- 
duct a campaign “to prevent acci- 
dents in Washington,” of which, 
it says in the announcement of 
the plan, “there has-been an un- 
usually large number during the 
last severa} months, the majority 
of them being street accidents, 
caused by automobiles, street 
cars, other vehicles, etc.” 

This is, of -course, a worthy 
movement, and it should result 
in great good in the way ofde- 
creasing the number of casualties 
in the capital city; and a similar 
campaign could be _ conducted 
with great profit in every Amerti- 
can city. 

And in making such a campaign, 
the educational work should be on 
a plan broad enough to include 
pedestrjans and users of trolley 
cars as well as those who operate 
vehicles of all types.

Spook chasing as a business! 
Hereward Carrington makes a 
specialty of studying the phenome- 
na of haunted houses in New York. 
He is a psychic invesigator and 
takes his work very seriously. 

In an interview Dr. Carrington 
said: “A house may me ‘haunted’ 
without the presence of spirits or 
without any element of fraud, al- 
though the latter is most often to 
be encountered.

Wants Public Expression

In a contribution on arrestment 
of tuberculosis, read before the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis association and 
published in The New York Medical 
Journal, Dr. F. M. Pottenger gives 
this definition of the disease: Tu- 
berculosis is a chronic infectious in- 
flammatory process in which there 
is a long interval between the time 
of infection and the clinical man- 
ifestation of the disease. While 
tubercles undergo much the sam- 
type of evolution that is noted ina 
boil on the body surface—impianta- 
tion (of the germs) followed }y in- 


‘duration (hardening around ihe. fo- 


cus of infection). necrossi ‘death of 
the “core”’), rupture. and healing— 
these changes take place extremely 
slowly, taking weeks, months or 
years for the cycle instead of a few 
hours or days. Often the stage of 
necrosis and rupture fails to appear, 
the process remaining ds a indu- 
ration for a long period and then 
changing into scar... The infection 
does not become a clinical disease 
(that is, does not noticeably impair 
health) until sufficient toxins (the 
poisons produced by the tubercle 
bacilli) have passed out from tne 
focus of infection in*the lung into 
the blood; or until it produces some 
local change which makes its,pres- 
ence known, such as pleurisy, spu- 
tum or spitting of blood. 

There is room here to quote only 
a few-pearls of wisdom from Dr. 
contribution. Patients 
potential . patients should read 
10W and again. 
must be conserved to 
fight the infection in every way 
possible. If the patient exercises 
when the disease is active this prin- 
ciple is disregarded. 

“Toxemia (poisons produced by 
the bacilli and passed out into the 
blood stream) should be eliminated 
as soon as possible because of its 
deleterious influence on the body 
functions . .. If the patient exer- 
cises when the disease is active this 
principle, ‘too, is disregarded. 

Tt has been found a good rule to 
“treat patients until physical exer- 
cise, such as walking from one to 
ten miles, according to the condition 
of the patient, produces no sign of 
toxemia. and until the chest signs 
are no longer indicative of a lesion 
likely to reactivate and spread. The 
patient may then be allowed to in- 
terrupt treatment, following a re- 
strieted regime with only occasional 
supervision for a period of from 
three to nine months, when he 
should return for another period of 
strict guidance.” 

The length of time required to 
bring about arrest depends on the 
extent to which the disease has pro- 
gressed before diagnosis and treat- 
ment are obtained, and on the pas 
tient’s mentality and deportment. 
“The length of time required for 
this is far longer than is usually 
believed. In early cases this may 
take two years or more, and in ad- 
vanced cases the time is propor- 
tionately longer.”

I went at once to the offices 
of Messrs. Phinizy & Co.; told them 
what we desired to accomplish. At 
9 o’clock the next morning Colonel 
Peek and I called on Messrs. Phin- 
izy & Co. In less than one hour 
a saving plan was agreed on; it 
was accepted by the Alliance mem- 
bership and the object in view fully 
accomplished. 

‘In those days the government did 
not have as much to do with the 
home affairs of the people as it 
was drawn into the habit of doing 
by the world war. The government 
is sending out to every county in 
the United States a man who, for 
a long time, was known as “farm 
demonstrator,” now known as 
“county agent.” Never before, in 
the history of this country, was 
the government so closely identi- 
fied with the home affairs of the 
people. Why should not the gov- 
ernment do for cotton what it did 
for wheat during the world war? 
Wheat is produced in the west; cot- 
ton in the south. Both are great 
sections of the greatest country in 
all the world. Let the/ government 
speedily turn to its duty to the men 
whe produced, in this year of grace, 
1920, cotton which the world wants 
—greatly needs? 

It is being wisely urged that the 
cotton acreage for 1921, compared 
with 1917-1920, should be reduced 
not less than one-third. This can 
be effected by mutual agreement 
only. Legislation cannot touch 
so personal a subject as that. The 
arguments in favor of reduction are 
unanswerable. Many men are deaf 
to argument. They may yield to 
persuasive methods—to earnest ap- 
péals based on their individual in- 
terest in the policy of acreage re- 
duction. 

What is the management of the 
great cotton mills throughout the 
eastern, and in a number of south- 
ern states, doing as a matter of 
self-protection? They are either 
reducing the number of working 
days or reducing wages. In a large 
number of instances labor has, with 
commendable promptness and in 
good spirit, accepted the reduction 


of wages and resort to fewer work- 
ing hours. They are compassing 
the situation just as we miust com- 
pass it in the matter of a sharply 
reduced cotton acreage. 

All is not lost save honor. Not a 
bit of it. True, the makret—the 
curbstone speculators—and the boll 
weevil have united in giving cot- 
ton growers a blow between the 
eyes, but the latter were not blind- 
ed. They are in condition, as to 
bodily health and vision, to strike 
back, They will strike back, vig- 
orously and triumphantly. Note 
the prediction.

Reviewing the military activities 
of the nation acd 1776, Secretary 
Baker says that although the Unit- 
ed States was “the most peace-lov- 
ing of all nations,” it had been en- 
gaged in major domestic or foreign 
wars about one out of every four 
years during that period, and that 
the military power of the country 
had been in active use in war or 
military operations of some kind 
about three out of every four 
years. 


Trained Men Needed. 


“It is apparent, therefore, 
while we do not need a great 
standing army. we must live in the 
world as ‘it is while we struggle 
to make it what it should be,” Mr. 
Baker says. ‘We must have a body 
of trained men large enough in 
numbers to be an effective working 
mode] upon which great armies can 
be swiftly built in event of emer- 
gency. | 

“A justice loving people may be 
forced by tragic necessity to resort 
to war, but it has no right to ask 
its sons to fight its battles out- 


/armed and outshielded by an ad- 


versary.” 

In studying the lessons of the 
world war the war department had 
proceeded on the accepted theory 
that the infantry remained the 
backbone of the army, the report 
said, although the importance of 
other arms of the service had been 
greatly increased by the swift de- 
velopments of war. 

“Profound and fundamental 
changes in armament were intro- 
duced and many @f the instrumen- 
talities devised are apparently only 
at the beginning of their develop- 
ment,” said the war secretary. “The 
infantry itself is no longer the foot- 

soldier armed with the musket, but 
the foot-soldier with the long-range, 
high-power repeating rifle, the au- 
tomatic rifle and the machine gun; 
which, in some of its uses, is anal- 
agous to light artillery. The ad- 
vance of the infantry Is no longer 
merely covered by protecting artil- 
lery fire but the path of the ad- 
Vance must be cleared of obstruc- 
tions. and its position, once attained, 
must be protected by artillery of 
great power and extreme mobility.” 

National Guard and Regulars. 

Mr. Baker makes no comment on 
universal military training, a pian 
rejected by congress in enacting the 
new army reorganization bill, but 
in reviewing the provisions of the 
new military law, he says that one 
of the most important features of 
the Jegislation is the provision for 
a “constant and systematic relation- 
ship between the national guard and 
the regular army. 

This provision, Mr. Baker declares, 
vill do much to “prevent antagon- 
isms which have in the past been 
the net unnatural but. nevertheless 
unhappy characteristic of the rela- 
tionships of the two forces.” 

“The army is essentially a new 
army,” Mr. Baker continues, “not 
merely another army than that 
which existed prior to the war, but 
new in its attitude toward the coun- 
try and the country’s attitude to- 
ward it. The extent to which a 
new era has dawned for the army 
is shown by recruiting. The diffi- 
culty in securing the necessary en- 
listments for our small pre-war 
army has in a large part disappear- 
ed and although the 
active operations has now entirely 
disappeared, the total strength of 
the army November 3, 1820, was 
213,057.” 

Mr. Baker declares that the one- 
year enlistment period authorized 
by congress has not justified itself 
and asserts that ‘“‘from the point 
of view of the efficiency of the army 
one-year enlistment periods are of 
little value.” 

War Cost $13,730,300,500. 

The report reviews at length the 
new educational and recreational 
program established since the war 
and declares that “the time will 
come soon when the  peace-time 
army will be throughout an educa- 
tional institution from which men 
will graduate better equipped to en- 
ter civilian pursuits and. with a 
larger and firmer grasp;on citizen- 
ship and its responsibilities and 
privileges.” , 

The total ¢ost of the war through 
the war department is placed by 
the secretary at about $13,730,300,- 
500, and it is stated that in the 
liquidation of claims and contracts 
the department saved the govern- 
ment 87 per cent of the outstanding 
obligations at the end of the war. 

Discussing the disposal of sur- 
plus war stocks Secretary Baker 
recommends that in the future the 
department’s plans keep in mind 
an effort to have on hand at the 
termination of a war supplies of a 
character, so far as consistent with 
army needs, that could readily and 
quickly be absorbed into the coun- 
try’s commerce. 

Declaring that he is happy to 
leave to his successors in the War 
department the assurance that “in 
any national emergency they have 
but to use and direct the limitless 
capacity and willingness of the 
American people, which  sponta- 
neously offers itself when a crisis 
comes,” Mr. Baker concludes his re- 
port with a tribute to the navy and 
civilian war organizations for co-

28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—James Fotou, a prominent 
local Greek, has made a reply to a 
recent printed statement by S. J. 
Georgiades, president of the At- 
lanta Venizelos club in which he 
States most emphatically that the 
rime issue now facing the Greeks 
n America is not.whether they are 
royalists or Venizeloists, but wheth- 
er or not they are really taking ad- 
vantage of the things which Ameri- 
can democracy offers to them. 

“Mr. Georgiades' must not think 
of my being a royalist, as he has 
charged me, but think of me as an 
American citizen. Therefore I can 
not help either one of the ruling 
factions in Greece.” 

Charging that Venizelos did not 
enter the war until he was certain 
of the backing of America, Mr. 
Fotou states that Constantine was 
right in staying out of the strug- 
gle when he did. He states further 
that the people of Greece are not 
ready for democracy yet, and that 
it is the duty of all Greeks in this 
country who are not citizens and 
who can do so to go back and help 
in educating the people to this end.

Young Women Workers 
in Co-operation Scheme 


Commence Business’ 


With $10,000 Capital and 
Ample Confidence.

Chicago, November 28.—Beginning 
Monday morning, Chicago glove- 
makers wili\.g> into business for 
themselves, with a young woman as 
the guiding spirit. 

A co-operative glove factory, own- 
ed, operated and managed by mem- 
bers of the craft, will be opened 
on the Northwest side. 

Miss Agnes Nestor, who, in 1918, 
was a member of the labor mission 
which visited Great Britain and 
France, will “run” the business, as 
chairman of the new factory's board 
of directors. 

“Tl will make the first glove,” she 
said proudly in an interview Sun- 
day. 

She said the workers’ experiment 
in coseperative manufacturing was 
hastened by the prevalent dullness 
in the glove business. Large glove 
plants here have been shut down, 
manufacturers maintaining that the 
industry is stagnant. Miss Nestor, 
however, declared that the manu- 
facturers are taking advantage of 
dull times to enforce the “open 
shop.” 

“We are going to show that busi- 
ness is not bad,’ Miss Nestor said. 
“We are going to conduct our bus- 
iness on a small scale at the start 
—probably a dozen workers. Per- 
haps three times that number will 
be given part time employment. 

“The factory will be managed by 
a board of five directors. I will be 
chairman. 

44-Hour Week. 

“We will put the 44-hour week 
into effect. We have other motives 
than dividends. . Those motives in- 
clude good working conditions for 
employes and a considetation of the 
interests of both producer and con- 
sumer. But we will not undersell. 
We will pay reasonable wages. Five 
per cent of the proceeds will be put 
in a fund to take care of deprgcia- 
tion in machinery, advertising and 
business expansion. We will work 
with co-operative concerns all over 
the country, We will make gloves 
for workingmen and already have a 
market.”

Collateral Given by the 
Young Financier Has 
Slumiped in Value and 
| Banks Fear for Loans.

New York, November 28.—Some 
of the greatest banking institutions 
in the country Monday will begin 
a series. of conferences designed 
to establish the latitude and l!on- 
gitude, as well as the breadth“and 
depth af Allan A. Ryan’s personal 
fortune. 

Ryan, a relatively young finan- 
cier, promoter ad son of Thomas 
Fortune Ryan, one of the leading 
financiers of New York, has again 
developed into g Wall street sen- 
sation. It was only a few months 
ago that he startled the financiai 
district by cornering stocks of the 
Stutz Motor company, was ejected 
form his seat on the New York 
stock exchange and entered a siut 
for a million @ollars’ damage 
against the exchange board of di- 
rectors. 

The Ry&n story of today is a story 
of many millions; and it has a di- 
rect bearing on the. great slump 
in securities’ prices which has 
marked stock market transactions 
of recent weeks. It involves mo- 
tors and oil promotions in which 
class of promotions millions have 
been turned over during the last 
year. But, while vast secrecy has 
surrounded the latest Ryan sen- 
sation, it would appear evident that 
the course of the great banks was 
decided ‘upon to protect loans they 
had made to the financier on col- 
lateral which had slumped in vaule 
during the recent market slide. 

Ryan Not Disturbed. 

Ryan, himself, has expressed his 
complete lack of concern over the 
outlook. In fact, it has been de- 
clared with confidence by those in 
a position to know’ that Ryan's 
nominal assets should be between 
$20,000,000 and $25,000,000, whereas 
his liabilities are said to be but 
$16,000,000. 

Probably thousands of stockhold- 
ers will be interested in the out- 
come of the present situation. Ryan 
is interested to a controlling de- 
gree, it is said, in many promo- 
tions, among them the Stutz Motor 
company, whose stock has sold as 
high as $710, but which Saturday 
commanded a bid of only $100 with 
$200 asked; Stromberg Carburetor, 
which has beén quoted as high as 
$118, but closed Saturday at $38; 
Chicago Pneumatic Tube, which 
reached a high of 1117-8 during the 
year, but closed Saturday at_ $80; 
Continental Candy, which reached 
$14.50 during the year, but dropped 
as low as $5 Saturday: Consolidat- 
ed Textile, which has reached $46.25 
but closed Saturday at $19.75, and 
Ryan Consolidated Oil, which has 
touched $40.50, but was quoted at 
$12.50 Saturday. In addition, Ryan 
has had large holdings in Bethle- 
hem Steel, Bethlehem Motors and 
other securities. 

Used Liquid Capital. 

Whether the properties which 
tyan actually controls, have an in- 
trinsic value above present mar- 
ket prices is _a question that the 
bankers, in their meetings begin- 
ning Monday, will seek to deter- 
mine. Ryan probably will attend 
these meetings. In the fight over 
the Stutz corner Ryan was com- 
pelled to utilize much of his liquid 
suqpply of capital to buy up the 
floating supply of securities, vir- 
utally all ef ich he now con- 
trols.’ Since then the great mar: 
ket slump has beenin progress, im- 
pairing, for the time being at least, 
the liquidating value of his secur- 
ities. : 

Some speculation nis arisen over 
the reported visit to Washtngron 
of Mr. Ryan, in which it was hinted 
that he was due for a-~conference 
with Comptroller of the Currency 
Williams. While nothing definite 
could be learned as to Ryan’s actual 
purpose in making this call ,ané 
while bankers generally were wary 
of giving any opinioin as to its sig- 
nificance, it will be. recalled. that 
the comptroller recently published 
a criticism of New York banking 
a which gained wide public- 
ity. . 

Visit to Comptroller. 5 

The comptroller charged, in ef- 


fect, that by getting together to 
fix the daily interest rate on call 
loans, a certain group of bankers 
were not only able to control the 
money market, but that they could 
and did exact exorbitant interest 
from borrowers. 

Ryan's visit to Williams, there- 
fore, is looked upon as possibly 
having some bearing on the comp- 
troller’s campaign to end this al- 
feged system of combining to regu- 
late loans.

The Latest Market News :: . 
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Climax of Depression 


Thought to Be Past 


BY WALTER B. BROWN,

New York, November 28.—While 
the action of the stock market dur- 
ing the week would seem to give 
color to the theory that the end of 
the @ecline has been reached or at 
least is in sight, the most impor- 
tant development is the steadily 
growing belief that the climax of 
the depression has been passed and 
that the beginning of the recovery 
has set in. Usually Wall street dis- 
counts anything of this kind in ad- 
vance and if the upturn which made 
a brave effort to get under way 
last week makes further progress 
during the coming week it will be- 
gin to look as if Wall street itself 
is taking bankruptcy, If one fact 
is borne steadily in mind the pres- 
ent situation will not be considered 
as a forerunner of general disaster; 
that is that the deflation now un- 
derway is something that was earn- 
estly hoped for a few months ago. 
Last spring and early summer, there 
was a great deal of talk of panic 
based on the belief that the infla- 
tion could not- last and that there 
would have to be a day of reckon- 
ing sooner or l#ter unless deflation 
set in. Now that this deflation has 
come about and is proceeding in an 
orderly fashion, there should be no 
more talk of panic for it is hardly 
logical to predicate a panic, upon 
both imflation and deflation. 

Problems of Labor. 

The trouble has been that those 
who have advocated deflation have 
desired that it should affect every- 
body, but themselves. One of the 
best indications of this {s given in 
the program of tke labor leaders 
who are advocating a course in the 
study of economics for working peo- 
ple and a closer understanding and 
discussion of mutual problems by 
the. workers and’'employers, but who 
include’*as a part of their program 
that wages must be maintained upon 
their present basis. Labor will not 
have to delve very far into eco- 
nomics to discover that wages form 
a very large if not largest element 
in the cost of production, and that 
already costs in many instances are 
prohibitive. The wheat farmers are 
assuming a similar attitude in their 
refusal to sell wheat until it géts 
back to the old price. A little study 
of economics would soon convince 
them of the fallacy of this atti- 
tude. 

Wheat is a world proposition and 
the price cannot be controlled by 
any groun of farmers in Kansas 
or North Dakota any more than a 
group of speculators in Chicago. The 
most that can happen in any case 
ae temporary disturbance of 
values. As long as there is a sur | 
plus in the United States, which 


there always is, the price will be 
made in accordance with world con- 
ditions. As long as this country re- 
mains out of the world market it 
will make it so much easier. for 
Canada to dispose of her supplies, 


and the first thing we Know the. 


edge will be taken off the foreign 
demand and American farmers will 
have more wheat ‘on their hands 
than the country can consume. Even 
if the withholding of supplies 
should force prices. back to their 
previous level, they would not stay 
there long enough for the farmers 
to sell their crops, for with the 
avalanche of offerings that would 
follow prices would immediately 
drop until the natural relationship 
between supply and demand had 
again been established. 


Cotten Problems Different. 


The case of the cotton farmers is 
different. Cotton has declined al- 
most 65 per cent from the high 
peint, which is considered altogether 
too much. Unless there is a re- 
action, there can be no doubt but 
that the south will suffer enormous- 
ly. This has been the most expen- 
sive crop to make that as ever been 
known and present prices do not 
cover one-half the cost of produc- 
tion. The cotton farmers have been 
besieging Washington in an attempt 
mio secure relief through government 
aid of exports, but have received 
little sympathy on the theory that 
they should stand their share of the 
burden of deflation along with all 
the rest of the country. Now, how- 
ever, the situation has become so 
serious that unless relief measures 
are adopted bankruptcy will become 
prevalent not only among the farm- 
ers, but upon business houses draw- 
ing their support from the farming 
communities. It all depends upon 
whether the farmers can stand the 
strain long enough for the market 
to recover, for a comparison of 
world. needs with the world supply 
shows the latter to he insufficient. 
If in some way credits can be ar- 
ranged so that the south can ship 
its cotton, matters will right them- 
selves. In fact if only the domes- 
tic demand will get back to nor- 
mal, a good part of the loss will 
be overcome. The present -drop is 
due, not only to the fact that Eu- 
rope is not buying, but also to the 
fact that America herself has quit 
_the market. 
| Money, being a commodity, must 
also undergo deflation. The supply 
of money is increasing so that call 
money rates have been down as low 
as 4% per cent or’the lowest price 
in the year. Stock exchange loans 
have decreased fully 50 per cent 
and time money also shows an easier 
tendency. Commercial paper stil) 
commends high rates, but the ime 


pression is that it will not continue 
to do so much longer.

Virginia Has 
Splendid Year; 


Five Victories

Charlottesville, Va., November 28. 
(Special.)—The University of Vir- 
ginia’s 1920 football season closed 


with five victories, two defeats and 
twe ties. Not the most brilliant 
record in years but nonetheless a 
creditable showing. The Virginians 
were anything but strong on the 
offensa, but their defense stacked 
up with the best of the teams in 
the south, 

Considering the rather disorgan- 
ized and discouraging condition of 
affairs at the beginning of the sea- 
son, Dr. Rice Warrep, the Orange 
and Blue coach, put a good team on 
th field but, better still, he laid 
the foundations for what, within the 
next year or two, bids to fight its 
way back to southern gridiron su- 
premacy. This season marked the 
first year under the professional 
coaching system, a substitute for 
the old alumni system, which had 
prevailed for a number of years. 
The change has proven .eminently 
satisfactory under Dr. Warren. 
William and Mary and Kandolph- 
Macon, two smaller Virginia col- 
leges, were defeated 27 to 0 and 65 
to 0, reSpectively. The Randolph- 
Macon score was the largest made 
by the Orange and Blue during the 
season. Johns Hopkins was defeat- 
ed 14 to 0, Rutgers 7 to 0 and North 
Carolina 14 to 0. 

The Virginians lost to the V. M. 
I. Cadets for the second time in 
the history of the playing of the 
two teams. The Cadets won a clear- 
cut victory, 22 to 6. 


Harvard failed 
to run away with the Virginians, 
but seemed content with a 24 to 0 
win. The Georgia and Vandy games 
were ties, the first 0 to 0 and the 
latter 7 to 7. The Virginians amass- 
ed 140 points during the season to 
her opponents’ 53. The season fail- 
ed to develop any particular stars. 
Hollis Rhinehart, at half, bore the 
brunt of the offense in most of the 
games and did all of the punting. 
While he cannot be compared with 
past Virginian backfield stars, he 
was a fairly consistent ground-gain- 
er, and on several occasions, nota- 
ble in the Rutgers and Vanderbilt 
games, got away for long runs to 
touchdowns, 

His punting, however, saved the 
day for Virginia in the Georgia 
game and was a big factor in the 
Carolina victory. Oppleman, whom 
Coach Warren had been using at 
quarter for the greater part of the 
season, was shifted to half for the 
Carolina game and came into his 
own. He was the bright particu- 
lar star of that game and gives 
promise of better work next sea- 
son. 

Zundel and Dunn, though very 
light, did consistent work at full; 
Russell, who was used as Rhine- 
hart’s running mate through prac- 
tically the entire season, divided 
the offensive burden with him and 
contributed greatly to Virginia vic- 
tories. 

Virginia was lacking in a top- 
notch quarterback for Witt’s in- 
juries early in the season handi- 
capped the team. In the games in 
which he played, however, he ran 
the team well and displayed good 
judgment. He was the lightest man 
on the squad, weighing but 138 
pounds. Carrington and Oppleman 
were used as substitutes for this 
position until the latter was _ shift- 
ed to half. 

Craig and Parrish were used in 
a number of games, the latter mak- 
ing a great showing in the V. M. I. 
game by paving the way for the 
lone Virginia score by a long run. 
Captain Hewson Michie, at right end, 
and Hall at right tackle, were the 
stars of Virginia’s line work, both 
being hard chargers, sure tacklerg 
and gluttons for work, and were 
largely responsible. for the defen- 
sive strength of the teams. Michie 
and Newman were probably as good 
wingmen as Virginia has had in 
several years, their work under 
punts this season has gained them 
an enviable reputation in practical- 
ly every game. Hankins, at center, 
was a dependable pivot man, and 
an accurate passer. 

Coach Warren used a number of 
men for his other line positions, in- 
cluding MacDonnell, Shackleford, 
Clarke, Fenwick, Blackford, - Ray, 
Stephenson and Wood. Coach War- 
ren played a great number of sub- 
stitutes. There was no man on the 
team to play through all of the 
games, there being substitutes for 
every position on the team. 

Virginia is fortunate in this year’s 
team as there is a strong prob- 
ability that very few men will be 
lost. Promising candidates of this 
vear’s first year team will give 
Coach Warren a fine start for next 
season. Russell Craig and possi- 
bly one or two others will not be 
back next year, but the rest of 
the squad will return and none of 
them have seen more than two 
years’ service in the varsity. The 
team will select its captain within 
a few days.

Great’ Britain recognizes, of 
course, the advantage of preventing 
a pro-German power, such as the 
Constantine government, from 
‘gaining dOminance in the Near 
Kast.

Pertinax, writing in The Echo ide 
Paris, says that Lord Curzon has 
delivered. a memorandum to the 
French government suggesting that 
Premier Rhallis of Greece be sum- 
moned to London to confer with 
the premiers. In this event he 
would be asked to try out a com- 
promise government, which would 
exclude the notoriously pro-German 
politicians. 

Cruzon pointed out the difficulties 
of tampering with the Sevres trea- 
ty unless it were absolutely neces- 
sary, adding that the Greek army 
is a powerful factor for order 
Asia Minor, and that the allies 
should profit from it, if possible.
